IMFEBIAL FEDERATION. 

In deciding any ([uostion it is well to look 
nt it from nil uidea, uiid tho moro importiiut 
thu (luenlioLi the. t^rosUtir thn noed for cnre- 
ful doliboration l)ciforo miUdng a deciHioii. 
Tho quorttioii ol imperial fedorntiou is ono 
Of thu most iiitorosliiig thiit cm oiigiigo the 
iittuiiliou of British subjects at tlao jirorfuul 
time, iind wu have referred to it Hovend 
tiiucB ttlroiidy in thuao eolumuH. Thu 
opinious of tho various portiouH of tho 
British dominions diffor in their ostimiUes 
of th«S bonefit to be derived from federutiou, 
'and tlte Bubjoot as looked at from uu Ans- 
ttalifia point of view is not uuintoreHtiug 
to GaDadiaaa aa tlie two oouutries bold a 
somewhat similar relntion towiirds tho 
niotlior couutry. Ciiundu, indeed, is much 
farther advniioed on tho road to self-goveru- 
]iU'nt, but Australia has tho saiiio iispira- 
tions and will no doubt soon bo ready for 
ail iojiirovod foriu of govorumuiit. John 
Doviylas, lato prime niiuistor of Quoeus- 
liiiul, recoiitly ;\'roto nii article ou imperial 
feileratioii fur tho Niuuceenth (Jeutury. lu 
orili r to arrive ut an iideiiuato eoucoption of 
the Bubjeot from au AuHtraliuu poiut of 
view ho considers it dosirublo in tho tirst 
place to tract) briolly tho oauaoB which have 
' lod np to the movutuout iu favor of Auh- 
traliuu fedonitiou. It it) not to oar purpoHo 
to notico thiu part of tho articio to uuy 
luu^tb, Imt a portion of a report by the 
royal (joiiimisaiou which sat at Molbouruo 
iu 1H71I, Ktatiuij tho lulvautages ol a federal 
union, is worth (luotiu^;, for though it re- 
ferred ])iirliciiliirly to tho Australian colon- 
ies, it is eiiually apiilicahle to fi deratiou ou 
u. bir^;i'r scale, 'i'liis reixu't said: "The 
diltcieiiei' iu slri!ii^;lh uud (irestij^'O Initweeu 
isolnU'd couiuuuiilies having' Sfpuriilo iii- 
torosts, and a uatiuual conli dcrauun with a 
unl^ional policy, has betui illustrated iu the 
blBtoi'V of aliuost every great state iu tho 
world, and conspionoUHly in tho history of 
HtiUoB' of wliiuh WH share the blond and 
traditioiiH. 'I'hu tifftjot of 8ueh a coufedera- 
tiou, whoro it is voluntary and ccpial, in 
felt Ihrou^'hoilt the wlinle C(uu |ilieateti re- 
lations of a iialioii'H lifo, aildiii^' i niuii'iisely 
to lis ma(<'iial and uioral slri'iinth. liy its 
coiioeiilrated )u]\vi'rs it exercises an in- 
pn>asiiii^' i;r:i\ it iiliLiii iu attracting [lopula- 
tioii and conlUlero(^. It uinltiplies llui 
national wiialLli by puttiu<; an end io joal- 
cjus aiul waHteful couipotilion, and substi- 
tiites the wiso pcouomy of powers which 
teiiclieu imoh district t«> ni>l''y 
Holt to tho iudiistrioH in which it 
I'au atliiiu llui |;rcatu8t Hucuess. it 
enlurgea the homo market/which \a the 
niiriliiiK nioliior oF nntive inatiuFaclureu. 
It forms lapj^tT desij^iis, eiij.;ii5.;(>rt in l;U'f;ei' 
uulcriiriHCH, and liy its increased rovuiuios 
aud anlliority c.inHes it to ho nn .ro speedi ly 
HCCumpliHilod. it. eblaiiiH ndditii ual .ie 
curity for poaceby iiicreunint; its ineaii.s of 
dofunuo; and by cruatiiig a nutioii it croatuH 
alnni,' witli it th» sontiinent uf DiitiiHinlity 
— u Hontiiiient which has boon ono of tho 
8troiii;est ami most beinilicial iiiotivi! 
powers in liaiuaii iid.iirs." It is tiftcen 
years since the date of this myal com 
niisdiiiii roporl and tlio Australian cuhmies 
liuvo not yet fwloriited. Hut thoy are 
fouliiif; thuir way toward this ond which 
cannot much loiigor bo delayed. Tho 
union inopoeed is of tho tno.'^t lifioral 
kind, uvoii more so than that of Canada. 
It IM not |.>rt>[)imi!(l to iiiturfi?ro in the lea.st 
with tho aiitouoiuy of tho dillorerit status 
. propoaint! to eutur the union. They will 
bo loft as free to act within their own 
' borders and to lei^islate aa thoy aro now. 
Thoy prciposo Iiowover to take to thuiii- 
aelvos adilitiiinal powers — [lowers which 
may ho termed iiatiinial. Four of tho 
coloiiius, Victoria, (JiuienHlaiid, South 
AuHCL'aliit and 'i'asmani.i - all of thuni solf- 
•'.Ktivemin^ colouios — have accepted thu 
proliininary (irticles of union. Wuatorn 
Australia and Fiji, liolh of thoin still 
crown coiouieH, have also accepted them. 
New South Wales and New Zealand nr^^ 
hosit.itinn, but the latter has paasud 
friendly reanlutiona re^^ardiii;; tlio uchemu. 
It is worthy uf n.itice that nuiie uf Iheau 
colonies arrojjatea niij^ auporiority; alt aro 
willing' to ontor a union on an equal foot- 
iiitr, and this suLt^i'sts one of tli« diflicul- 
tiea that iiiif;lit bo met with in imperial 
federatiiiii. The writer says ; "Tho load- 
in^' states nf Aii.stralia, through their ro- 
prcHcntativo men, and much to their 
honor, make no claim tu auporiorit5r. Vic- 
toria and Kew South Wales consuuted to 
go into tho federal council on a par with 
tiio loss influential colonies, Now, is it 
possible to suppeeo that the same spirit 
niiyht actuate tho several mom bora of an 
imperial confederation? Would the penplu 
of tho iiiicioiit kingdom of Scotland, 
n)er}{ud now so happily in what is called 
thu United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Irulnnd — would llie.ie ponplu, if tholr an- 
clont boparato e.xistouco should be once 
moro for mnno purposes rocugni/,ed, bo 
coiitoiit to take tlieir place iu an iniporial 
foderal union ou a par with Canada 
or .Australia ? Or, again, would India, 
Iniland or tho t;ro*l mother slato, 
Entflnnd — would Enylainl accept those 
conditioiiB? Yet, in all probability, somu- 
thing of tho kind would be claimed when, 
in tho next coiitiiry, Canada and Austra- 
lia shall have attuined to tho population 
and prnpiirtions of great states, uutnnm- 
boring Scotland or Ireland, and probably 
not far from C(] nailing England itself." 
Our writer then gives his own views of tho 
kind of union that should exist hetweou 
thu various moniUer.s of tho British em- 
pire. Lie talfea fur his motto the words 
of ijord llosobory at a trado union con- 
ferunca at Alberduun — "Strength for 
mutual ^idjjocts, with separuto man.igc- 
nuuiL f*)V separate objects." Ilo aayi that 
tho rel.aiioiisiiip between (ireat lirilain 
and such dependi.'ncies as Canada and 
Australia is that of motlier and daiightor. 
Tliuy aro one in origin, in thought, in the 
nature of their lavv>j, and they may be onu 
ill action, if they have been odacatcd iiitn 
a right porcoptiou of tho duties ctmiiuctod 
with tho family rele.tionship, as wu know 
they havo been, they will aid ono aioithor. 
"lint," aaya our writer reftirring to tho 
prnbahlo position of fuduratud Australia 
fifty yearfl huncu, "can wo imagine a peo- 
plo of twenty millions, inhabiting a coun- 
try nnarly tho si/e of Iijuropc, separated 
from tlio rust of thu world by vast stretch- 
es of ocoaii — can wo iniagiiio such a poo 
plo content to bo controlled in os.ioutials 
by oVLii a IdiiJred pcoplo having diverse 
iiitor.'rtU and pnispectH in lifi;1 It could 
not be. U It were atl(nupt<>d it would 
only proiluco uBtrangcmuut, strife and 
possibly an unfriendly sevoraitce of du- 
pondont rolationship. " In tho event of 
war this writer cinisidors that not only 
could (ireat Uri'iain lii^dit moro freely, 
Ilioro ellectivoly, if Canada ami .Vustralia 
wero froo to liglit or not just as thoy 
pluaaud, but tliat each of thein and all of 
thoin wcnihl .servo tho iiituriists thoy all 
hold in coiuinon more ell'ectivoly by light- 
ing • BO|)araloly, if iieuds thoy nniHt light. 
They would llius bo strong for mutual 
|>ur^>o8ds, and llioy would be moat strong 



by maintaining their separate manago- 
nient for soparate objects, lie says 
further: "If Austialia is to continue 
to bu part of tho British umi)iro, and thus 
foderally united to Great Britain, Ireland 
and tho empire uf India, it must be a 
partnership limited as to time and as to 
liability. * * * My ideal for a recon- 
structed British empire runs, I confeaa. 
In tho direction of a frank admission of 
tho potential independence of Canada and 
.•Australia, and a uoou wouiii.Mi ai.lianok 
;.n that footing * * * For the rest, 
there aro no signs rocoguizablo, by thu 
onward vision of the decadence of Eng- 
land. With Canada federattid and Aus- 
tralia fodoratod, what has the British em- 
pire to fear ? It would be as groat aa 
over — nay, greater, for young nations like 
those would bo the boat allies that could 
bo had. Nor can wo believe that the 
United States of America could or would 
remain iiidiiroront to a coinbinutiun of 
European powers against tho British na- 
tion. Blood, tifter all, is thscker than 
water. My o.xperieiico, af any rate of 
.Vustralian all'aira, leads mo to conclude 
that British interests in tho world will be 
best served by as littio divor^snos as pos- 
sible from the principles of govorumont 
which have of late years been recognized 
and applied to tho great solf-guverning 
offshoots of tho ompiru. 

REPORT UF POSTMASTER. GEN- 
ERAL. 

Tho annual report of the postmastor- 
general of Canada for the year ending 
iluiie 30, 1881, has been laid on tlie lalile. 
The returns and .'itatcnients sliow emi- 
tinned progress in tho I'xtisnsion id the 
postal syatom tiiroui^luiut tho [iroviiicea of 
Dominion.
